Members of the borough council 
I at 
the 
regular 
January 
meeting 
Monday evening surveyed 1938 bor­ 
ough finances and were pleased with 
what they found in annual reports 
of the treasurer and burgess. 
Figures submitted by Treasurer 
Fred G. Pfeffer showed that the 
borough spent about $10,000 less last 
year than in 1937 by reducing ex­ 
penditures in nearly every depart­ 
ment. 
At the end of the year out­ 
standing temporary' loans am ount­ 
ed to $22,500 as compared with $28,- 
500 on the same date last year. Bal­ 
ances in the general and special 
borough funds at the end of the 
year amounted to more than $1,700. 
Payments on bonds and coupons last 
year amounted to about $10,000. 
An annual report submitted by 
Burgess C. A. Heiges showed his 
office had collected $7,180 in fines, 
fees and permits, including $3,245 
gathered through the amusement 
tax levied last spring by council.

To the congress of the United 
States 
In reporting on the state of the 
nation, I have felt it necessary on 
previous occasions to advise the con­ 
gress of disturbance abroad and of 
the need of putting our own hoase 
in order in the face of storm signals 
from across the seas. 
As 
this 
seventy-sixth 
congress 
opens there is need for further 
warning. 
A war which threatened to en­ 
velop the world in names has been 
averted: but it has become increas­ 
ingly clear that peace is not assured. 
All about us rage undeclared wars 
—military and economic. All about 
us grow more deadly armaments 
military and economic. All about as 
are threats of new aggressions- 
military and economic. 
Storms from abroad directly chal­ 
lenge three institutions indispens­ 
able to Americans, now as always. 
The first is religion. It is the source 
of the other two—democracy and 
international good faith. 
Religion, by teaching man his re­ 
lationship to God, gives the indi­ 
vidual a sense of his own dignity 
and teaches him to respect himself 
by respecting his neighbors 
MI ST RESPECT RIGHTS 
OI OTHER NATIONS 
Democracy, the practice of self- 
government. is a covenant among 
free men to respect the rights and 
liberties of their fellows 
International good faith a sister 
of democracy, springs from the will 
of civilized nations of men to re­ 
spect the rights and liberties of 
other nations of men. 
In a modern civilization, all three 
- religion, democracy and interna­ 
tional good faith—complement each 
other 
Where freedom of religion has 
been attacked, the attack has come 
from sources opposed to democracy. 
Where democracy has been over­ 
thrown. the spirit of lree worship 
has disappeared 
And where re­ 
ligion and democracy have vanished, 
good faith and reason in interna­ 
tional affairs have given way to 
striden ambition and brute force. 
An ordering of society which rele­ 
gates religion, democracy and good 
faith among nations to the back­ 
ground can find no place within it 
for the ideals of the Prince of Peace. 
The United States rejects .such an 
ordinance, and retains its ancient 
faith. 
T here comes a time in the affairs 
of men when they must prepare to 
defend not their homes alone but 
the tenets of faith and humanity 
on which their churches, their gov­ 
ernments and their very civilization 
are founded. 
The defense of re­ 
ligion. of democracy and oi good 
faith among nations is all the same 
fight 
To save one we must now 
make up our minds to save all. 
We know what might happen to 
us of the United States if the new 
philosophies of force were to en­ 
compass the other continents and 
invade our own. We, no more than 
other nations, can afford to be sur­ 
rounded by the enemies of our faith 
and our humanity. 
Fortunate it is. 
therefore, that in this western hemi­ 
sphere we have, under a common 
ideal of democratic government, a 
rich diversity of resources and of 
peoples functioning together in mu­ 
tual respect and peace 
AMERICA TO HELP 
( AI’SE OF PEACE 
That hemisphere, that peace, and 
that ideal we propose to do oui 
share in protecting against storms 
from any quarter. 
Our people and 
our resources arc pledged to secure 
that 
protection. 
From 
that 
de­ 
termination no American flinches. 
Iliis by no means implies that 
the American republics disassociate 
themselves from the nations of oth­ 
er continents—it does not mean the 
Americas against the rest of the 
world. 
We as one of the republics 
reiterate our willingness to help the 
cause of world peace 
We stand on 
oui historic offer to take counsel 
with all other nations of the world 
to the end that aggression among 
them be terminated, that the race 
of armaments cease and that com­ 
merce be renewed. 
But the world has grown so small 
and weapons of attack so swift that 
no nation can Im* safe in lt*s will to 
peace so long as any other single 
[>oweiitll nation refuses to settle its 
grievances at the council table. 
For if any government bristling 
with implements of war insists on 
policies of force, weapons of de­ 
fense give Hie only safety. 
In our foreign relations we have 
learned from the past what not to 
do 
From new wars we have learned 
what we must clo. 
We have learned that effective 
timing of defense, and tile distant 
points from which attacks may be 
launched are completely different 
from what they were twenty years 
ago. 
We have learned that survival can 
not b<‘ guaranteed by arming atter 
the attack begins—for there is new 
range and speed to offense 
We have learned that long before 
any overt military act, aggression 
begins with preliminaries of propa­ 
ganda, subsidized penetration, the 
loosening of ties of good will, the 
stirring of prejudice and the incite­ 
ment of disunion. 
►STRONGER METHODS 
THAN WARFARE 
We Have learned ttiat God-fearing 
democracies of the world which ob­ 
serve the sanctity oi treaties and 


good faith in their dealings with 
other nations can not safely be* in­ 
different to international lawless­ 
ness anywhere. 
They can not for­ 
ever let pass, without effective pro­ 
test. acts of aggression against sis­ 
ter nations—acts which automat­ 
ically undermine all of us. 
Obviously 
they 
must 
proceed 
along practical, peaceful lines. 
But 
I the mere fact that we rightly de- 
cline to intervene with arms to pre­ 
vent acts of aggression does not 
mean that we must act as if there 
I were no aggression at all. 
Words 
! may be futile, but war is not the 
only means of commanding a decent 
I respect for tin? opinions of mankind 
There are many methods short of 
war, but stronger and more effec- 
! tive than mere words, of bringing 
home to aggressor governments the 
aggregate sentiments oi our own 
people. 
At the very least, we can and 
should avoid any action, or any 
lack of action, which will encourage 
j assist or build up an aggressor 
We 
have learned that when we delib­ 
erately try to legislate neutrality, 
j our neutrality laws may operate 
unevenly aud unfairly —may actu­ 
ally give aid to an aggressor and 
deny it to the victim.

of self-preservation should warn us 
that we ought not to let that hap­

And we have learned something 
else— the old. old lesson that proba­ 
bility of attack is mightily decreased 
by the assurance of an ever ready 
defense.

esty in our financial markets. 
They 
include

They include the working out of 
new technique#—private, state and 
lederal—to protect the public inter­ 
est in and to develop wider markets 
for electric power. 
They include a revamping of the 
hoc relationships between federal, 
state and local unit# of government, 
and consideration of relatively small 
tax increases to adjust inequalities 
without interfering with the aggre­ 
gate income of the American peo­ 
ple. 
They include the perfecting of la­ 
bor organization and a universal 
ungrudging attitude by employers 
toward the labor movement, until 
there is a minimum of interruption 
of production and employment be­ 
cause of disputes, and acceptance 
of labor of the truth that the wel­ 
fare of labor itself depends on in­ 
creased balanced output of goods. 
To

immediately 
practical, 
while proceeding with a steady evo­ 
lution in the solving of these and 
like problems, we must wisely use 
insirumentaliCiflps. like federal in­ 
vestment. 
which are immediately 
available to us. 
Here, as elsewhere, time is the de­ 
ciding factor in our choice of reme­ 
dies. 
MIGHT ELIMINATE 
SOME FEDERAL C OSTS 
Therefore, it does not seem log­ 
ical to me. at the moment we seek 
to increase production and con­ 
sumption. for the federal govern­ 
ment to consider a drastic curtail­ 
ment of its own investments. 
Tile whole subject of government 
investing and government Incomes 
Is one which may be approached in 
two different ways.
